“The senior class of 1966 went down in history for the largest 
gift ever made to Omaha University. That gift was to be a useful 


‘monument, called. “The OU EU AaY eT which so far hasn't

Almost #4, 000 was collected in a campaign headed’ by Loren 
Drum, who was senior-class president. 

Why hasn’t the monument been built? After all, 16 months 
have passed by’ ‘since the gift was made, 

On December 9, 1966, University Vice-President George Rach-. 
ford told this columnist that, “When the monument was proposed’ 
Loren was thinking in terms of what the campus is now. However, 


_ we must also think in terms of the future.” 


He stated “We can’t place a monument where ‘a future build- 
ing might be located.” 


Just An Excuse 

He. also said that the location. would be determined by the 
first of next year. 

This seemed like a logical answer at the time but it appears 
now that it was only a means, of postponing any decision on the 
matter.. ;

The impending merger of the Universities of Omatia and 
Nebraska seems to have gained the popular acceptance of. the 
local . citizenry: and Omaha University students in particular. 
There is at least one. dissenter. however, and a vocal one at 
that. Lawyer and state senator, Henry F. Pedersen, Jr. has spoken 
often and openly against the advisability of the merger. 


Mr. ‘Pedersen was not inclined to speak extensively to the 


Gateway, but did make a few comments worth sharing. 
He attacked OU President Naylor, not so much for- his posi- 


tion, but for his methods of presenting merger information to the. 


general ‘public. 
of the facts. 

OU President, Dr. Kirk Naylor said in résponse to Pederson’ s 
charge that the use of OU reserve funds to force the merger was 

“completely Wrong.” 

Naylor. ‘said that this decision. was made; first, because the 
science. facility is badly needed; second, bochuse OU can not carry 
a surplus of money .as a state. ingtitution, and; third, because the 
budget. request for. the ’68-’69 biennium _was''sent to the Legisla- 
ture’s Budget Committee based on no reserve mioney available. 

-Pedersen claimed. he is not against the merger; that is for 
the. people to decide in an open election. He. simply wants the 
people. ‘of Omaha to. be aware of all -the facts.

Bluntly, he accused Naylor of, misrepresentation

‘What does the city of Omaha have to lose or gain by it? 

Senator Pedersen represents district four in Omaha, wherein
